THE WESTERN FRONTIER OF 
CHINA. 


Me Dometrius Boulger, author of a work 
on the history of China; reud a paper before 
the Society of Arts on the Western Fronlicr 
of C..ina, » Major-General Sir’ Owen ‘I 
Burne presided.” The following rre a few 
extracts from tho report uf his apecch and 
the discussion that followed :— : 


The Sikhim question: (said Mr Bou’ger) 
serves to introduce a consideration: of 
China’s relations with, «nd policy in, the 
important and -interesling State of Thibet, 
with which much-of her, policy. on. the 
western : frontier “is closely. aesocinted: 
China has’ been connected with ‘Thibet 
from a tory early period cf history, but in 
tha early stages of the r-lationsbip Thibot 
waa hostile to Chiva, and in tho ware that 
marked that epoch Thibet was often auc- 
cessful; and figured ns the invader of China. 
It tras not until 'hibet: became a religious 
community, and cénsod to aspire to worldly 
fame and power by decds of arms, that 
Chinese influence ‘became paramonnt in 
Thibet, and that -the trocolent but unware 
Kiko Lamns looked to Peking for protec 
tion against any peril from: the Goorktias 
or cthers who. might. be incited by thoir 
own greed, or sume, Jawless act on the. part 
of the Thibetatis themselves,-to make’ a 
descant inta the valley of the Sanpu, ‘The 
more vigorous policy adopted by the Man- 
cha rulers of China under the still reigning 
dynasty, invested the old claims of the 
Middle. Kingdom with increased force, 
until at last, under ‘tho great Emperor 
Kanghi ond ‘Ms. grandaon, Keen Lung, 
Thibet became the most favoured of China's 
dependencies, Luring the last two con- 
turics China has pursued -two separate and 
distinct policies with regard to ‘Thibet, 
cuch being dictated by the most pressing 
hecorsity of tho moment.’ For thy greater 
portion of tho time*sho has been content 
with the nominal ullegiance of the Thi- 
betans, and the only visible sign of -her 
authority has buen tho presence of iin offi. 
cial called the ‘Amban, who may -bo com- 
pored to the Resident kept by tho Indian 
Government at the courts of the native 
States, and of a small garrison at two or 
three ofthe forta commandiug the pasgca. | 
But on re occasions the Chinese have 
thought it ueceenary: tn-assert their power 
in Thibet, and to.garrison it’ with a arco 
army. ° ae 

Mr. Boulger then Lriefly skgtchel- the 
relations of Thibet with China from ihe 
time of the first’ Emperor of the Munch 
dynasty, He proceeded :— When Keen 
Lung annexed the regiuna-norih-and auth 
of the ‘Tian Shan range, which ‘aro now 
known under the names of Kuldja and 
Kashgaria, and. placed a garrison it: Thibet 
he attained ‘a perfect solution of ‘the dif. 
ficult problem which hud’ beset. Chinese 
ralere“for centuriea—viz., seenrity on the 
Weatern. frontior. Jt may bo said that 
even his sclulion did not endure, ond that 
under bis incapable successors his. con- 
quosts were: lost, and -with.them aléo the 
fruits cf Lis policy. But, on the ‘other 
hand, it be argued that the Chinuso 
have thonght it 'wiee fo: miake the ifort to 
recover what they bad lost, arilthis. they. 
anecomn plished ton years ar Tho: pro- 
biew they: have now .to® face “is: whether 
bey’ can maintain. their huld-on their re- 
mote Central Asian provinces without some 
improved ‘weans of communicating with 
them. It seems te me.that unless China 
lays down railway, not’ neocssarily to 
tot] of har-norti

that England is moro sympathetic at bart 
with China, and a truer friend of hers, she 
might bea nore trowb!esrme and. oxacting 
neighbour than ‘oither France dr ‘Russia: 
To suppurt’ this oview it: is “only 
necersrty sto’ refer to the. brigandaga. 
committed hy ‘the Black Flags. iu-tdte 
Bacninh district since penco.was proclaimed 
between Franc» and: China, and to the fre: 
quent saids of Chinesu Kirghiz on the Raa- 
rhin froutier bebween Semipdatinsk and 
Kuldja. If those acta had becn committed 
ou the Indian frontier, it is. perfectly clear 
that thoy would not have been treated with 
the anme lenity, and the Goverament.of 
Indiv would have felt bound to demand as 
ample and as prompt reparation from the 
Chinose Government fot the acts of its sub- 
jects, agit would doin the case of «ffend- 
ing border tribes, such as the Afridis or tho 
Akhas. : , ‘ 

. Conclading, Mr: Boulger said:—In the 
past the policy of -antiexation was. crowned 
with auccess; bul, in order that it should 
be equally successful under. modern condi- 
tions, it is necessary. that: China should not 
delay in providing. railway communication 
bolween Peking and. Manchuria on the ond 
sido, and Turkestan on the other; and that
